Verdun snow has fallen in abundance during the day. The activity 
of the artillery on both sides has continued very intense on the whole 
of the front, and principally to the east of the Meuse, where the fight- 
ing goes on with the same tenacity. 

‘Several German attacks with large effectives have been con- 
ducted with unprecedented violence on, La Cote du Poivre (about 
four and a half miles north of Verdun) but were without success. 

‘Another attack on our positions in the Bois de La Vauchs also 
has been stopped. There has been no infantry attack to the west of
